bulletin from the National Apo­

society.

across the M editerranean it would 
strike Marseille, some 460 miles 
away. 
Rich In H istoric Rem ains 
If the American forces of oc­ 
cupation were on 
a 
peace-time 
mission 
they

Bougie presents opportunities for 
some interesting sightseeing. R e­ 
mains of ancient forts, walls, and 
other structures recall its im port­ 
ance from earliest recorded time. 
When C arthage was in power, 
the site of what is now' Bougie was 
a thriving post for trade. The R o­ 
mans later called it Saldae. and 
elected th ere fortifications, baths 
and handsom e public 
buildings. 
The Vandals and the Berbers r a p ­ 


tured it in tu rn . During th e l i t h 
century, the Berbers made it a 
metropolis of a hu n d red thousand • 
inhabitants, with mosques, 
col­ 
leges and an active business in tile 
and pottery m anufacture. 
Later 
ca m e the T u rk s and oth er 
con­ 
querors. By the time the F rench 
moved into the city, in the 1830’s, 
centuries of international wars and 
piracy had so devastated it that 
little remained except ruins. 
Rebuilt By France 
Modern Bougie, rebuilt and re­ 
fortified by France, normally is a 
city of less th an 31.000 residents. 
Its exports are chiefly wool. hides, 
vegetable oils and minerals. 
The 
near-by hin te rland holds deposits 
of high-grade iron ore. as well as 
extensive cork forests, 
both im ­ 
portant war materials. 
Although lacking the comforts 
and facilities 
of

peacetime 
resorts

Algiers, 
Bougie now is served 
by

tricity. It also has plenty of fresh 
spring water, unlike many of the

Program Gives Blueprint 
For Community In 
Wartime 


Chicago, 111. (/Pi— Medical men 
of Oregon, w orking 
with 
their 
hospitals and nurses, have produc­ 
ed a blueprint for medical care in 
a com m unity at war. 
The program was submitted to 
the national physicians’ committee 
lecently and approved as a model 
for all American cities overcrowd­ 
ed with war w orkers an d facing 
sim ilar health problems. 
“ We feel we have here the a n ­ 
swer to the local problem ,” said 
Dr. John H. Fitzgibbon. chairm an 
of the Oregon

health committee. “ It promises to 
give new residents of tile co m m u n ­ 
ity the medical care they deserve, 
and maintain

medical practice.” 
The survey directed by Dr. Fitz­ 
gibbon was m ade in the m etro­ 
politan area of Portland, 
where

Belgian 
bacteriologist,

knowledge used. At that time Dr. 
Louis W. Sauer, a baby specialist 
in Evanston, 
Illinois, 
perfected 
Bordet's vaccine and

hut for Dr. Uearl Kendrick 
and
